_ Od. Truly, Gentlemen, this is a Right Noble 
Speech, {poken by a Noble Patriot, and one that 
has atrue Idea ot the State of Europe and ot Eny- 
land: It is a Speech {poken within Doors. and he 
that {poke it is Guilty of no Breach of Priviledge:

the moft Ignominious Manner: For their Great- 
nets is Pretegnatural, the hight they makempthe 
World, is Se. tigat of a Meteor, Terrible i its 
Appearance; bur of no Duration: are me 
Will-o the-W bifps, Fack-a-Lanthorns, that miflead 
Inconfiderate Princes from the Path of true Hap- 
pinels. 

And if the AMafer Key of all the Offices in a 
Kingdom.are in the keeping of one ot thofe,hands, 
in a fhort time all the Uy/ in the Kingdoin will 
be little enough to keep the Warc’s ot that Lock 
in Order; and tis Shrewdly to be fulpected, that 
the Door will open to none without Greafing. 
The Combination at the Cuffom-Houje was eatily 
difcovered, becaufe there were many Fingers in 
the Pye; but hare Officcs may be arfpoted of, as 
the beft Men give their Charity, the Right-Hand 
not knowing what the Left doth: He mult bea 
Perfon of a moft Comprehenfive taculty, that 
knows how to Determine the Qualifications ot 
Officers, tor the Management of every Branch of 
the Revenue, and of all Pofs either in the Navy or 
Army. Asto Merit and Se: vice done our Country, 
the Point is foon Determined ; it that were a Qua- 
lification for Offices, we thould not find in iome 
Reigns fo many, who have deferved well ot their 
Country, out of Buhineis, and fo many Footmex 
and Vullets in Oftces.
